neighbours. In fact, the 
340,000 square miles of its 
territory, with a population 
of nine millions, presents 
a much brighter picture at 
the present time than most 
other African states and 
thus confounds her white 
critics to the south, who 
can see no future in racial! 
partnership or African-do- 
minated vernments. A 
striking feature in present- 
day Tanganyika, in com- 
parison with neighbouring 
Kenva or Northern Rho- 
desia, is the complete lack 
of racial animosity. 

The main danger, how- 
ever. lies in the general 
feeling that “everything 
will be fine when uhuru 
(independence) comes.” 
Months ago Mr. Nyerere 
and his Ministers realized 
the need for countering 
false ideas about independ- 
ence, and they have toured 
the country warning their 
people that independence 
will not be easy and that it 
will probably mean increa2s- 
ed taxation and the need 
to work harder. 

Tanganyika’s urgent 
needs are better communi- 
cations and greatly ex- 
panded educational and 
public health systems. It is 
in these and allied fields 
that Israel’s help will pro- 
bably be asked for, accord- 
ing to Foreign Ministry of- 
ficials who have just re- 
turned from Tanganyika. 
Thus Mr. Rashid Kewawa, 
Minister without Portfolio 
in the Tanganyikan Gov- 
ernment and one of Mr. 
Nyerere’s closest advisers. 
was in Israel last week in 
order to review plans made 
for a broad programme of 
cooperation between the 
two countries. Another re- 
cent visitor from Tanga- 
nvika was Mr. Joseph Nye- 
rere, a brother of the 
Prime Minister. who came 
to discuss the establishment 
in his country of a model 
agricultural settlement on 
Israeli lines. 

Faced with her prob- 
lems and but slender re- 
sources to tackle them, Mr. 
Nverere has become an ar- 
dent advocate of an East 
African Federation. He has 
gone so far as to advise 
his people to delay their 
own timetable for inde- 
pendence in order that 
Kenya and Uganda may 
have time to catch up con- 
stitutionaily: He would 
also like to see Zanzibar. 
and more recently Ruanda- 
Urundi, reach the stage of 
independence at the same 
time as Tanganvika. so 
that they could a]l join an 
East African Federation on 
an equal footing.
